At this point in his lifo the 


future Senator from Illinois had a 
silver dollar in his pocket, his future 
before him, and a walk ot a hundred 
miles to Doeatur. Tho trip has some 
points of interest in that tho young 
tramp was taken for a runaway ap- 
prentice, and in tho further fact that 
he eamo near becoming an actor, in 
whic'h case there would havo been a 
material change of his after life.

In 18-10, by tho advice of some

Ho selected oar- 


pontry, and was sont back to Ken- 
tucky, as if that were tho only place 
in which a man could acquire that 
dilh'cuU profession—if it may bo so 
termed. 
Ho remained in Kentucky, 


learned the trade, did odd jobs of 
carpentry, and iu the spring of 18-1 '2 
lio returned once more to Illinois. 
By somo irresistible attraction,whoro- 
evor ho wandered, Illinois always 
drew him back to tho soil and the 
people of whom ho WHS to become a 
part, and so weighty and worthy a 
representative. 
Is it true that somo 


"destiny will shape our ends, rough- 
hew them as wo may?" 
Ho tried to 


1)0 an actor; ho tried to become a 
farmer, a carpenter, a minor; ho re 
moved from Illinois to Kentucky, to 
Indiana, to California; but ho failed 
in all his efforts. 
No other state 


would contain him, and he was driv 
on repeatedly back to Illinois, often 
against his will and his judgment. 
Destiny had in store for him a mis- 
sion, and would not be balked of its 
purpose. 


In 18«I2 ho returned to Illinois, 


worked nt his trade when ho conld 
find anything to do, and in tho win- 
tor of tho Btimo year he obtained 
throe months of tho only regular 
schooling of his life under the teach- 
ing of Lemuel Allen, now a resident 
of Pekin, and who is regarded by his 
old pupil as a most capital instructor.

This munificent return did not in- 
clude his board which had been fur- 
nished him for nothing by somo of 
his relatives. 


Evidently destiny did not intend 


him for a farmer. 
Ho had, however, 


managed to extract somo compensa- 
tion ont of the year's labor.

was n llfttboat built anil launched at 
Deotttur that year for use on tho Sail- 
gamon river, tho first of its kind at 
thnt point; and "I had the proud 
satisfaction,1' ho nays, "of having 
twisted from my ilax, and on my 
walk, tho rope with which tho flat- 
boat was launched." 
There was 


something of the man in the boy; 
ho had worked all summer for less
